Commissionets’ Report 


In compliance with the Public Laws of-New Hampshire we, 
the Commissioners of Coos County, herewith present our annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1936, together with the 
reports of the Treasurer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Super- 
intendent of County Farm, House of Correction and Jail, Physician, 
Auditors, Chaplain and Priest. 

As ancther milestone thas passed let us review some of the 
_happenings of the year. In March we had at the County Farm, as 
well as in other sections of the state, the highest water on record, 
dcing a great amount of damage to lands and buildings through- 
out the entire county. Fortunately no damage was suffered to 
“buildings at the Farm, but considerable damage resulted from the 
Connecticut crossing the meadow, displacing fertile soil and leav- 
ing in its wake a great amount of debris. 

During the past summer considerable has been accomplished 
in the way of building a wall along the river bank, which when 
ecmpleted will prevent future damage from this source. Many 
aeres of land that has laid dormant for years has been added to 
fertile fields that has been acclaimed from waste pastures during 
the past five years, which has resulted in a record harvest of crops. 
Rocks which were removed from these fields were used in building 
the wall along the river edge at very little expense. 

On October twenty-seccnd our new barn, built from funds ob- 
tained from PWA and from the County, constructed by the Cum- 
mings Construction Co. cf Ware, Mass., was completed, inspected, 
accepted, and occupied, accommodating some over one hundred 
head of cattle and eight horses. In this barn and dairy we take 
pride and invite the public to come and inspect the entire prcperty, 
in which we all have a common interest. 

This, our constituents, is a brief review of some of the activi- 
ties of your servants as County Commissicners. In serving you as 
such we have endeavored to give our best. Our duties and respon- 
sibilities have been greatly increased during the past year. But 
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we should deem ourselves ungrateful if we should not take this 
cppcrtunity to extend our sincere thanks and express our gratitude 
to the citizens of Coos County for the wholehearted cooperation 
aud assistance given us, especially in our efforts to relieve pain 
and suffering brought about by misfortune and circumstances, for 
which the individuals are not themselves responsible. It is very 
gratifying to realize that through the confidence of the people 
there has been placed upcn us a real duty to perform and as fully 
do we realize that were we to fail in performing this duty in a 
humane, economic, and businesslike manner we would no longer 
be worthy of your confidence and trust, 

We feel that we have been especially fortunate in maintaining 
the services of the personnel connected with the offices maintain- 
ed in Berlin, Northumberland, and Colebrook, and to them we ex- 
tend our sincere thanks for the faithful, untiring services they 
have rendered in carrying on this noble work. 

In no less degree do we appreciate the efficient services of the 
staff employed at the County Hospital and Farm. We alsio wish to 
express our gratitude to the members of the County Delegation 
for making it possible in a financial way for us to carry on the 
affairs of the county. 

We extend our thanks to all physicians, to Miss H. H. Albee, 
the Rev. J. E. Vachon, Miss Russell, Blanchard Sons Co., to all 
county, town, city and state officials for their kind cooperation. 

Although April first will bring about the replacement of one 
member of our board, yet we will review with gratitude our as- 
seciations and our accomplishments, We wish to assure the public 
that with the new member and in the future we will be united in 
the best interests of the eounty. ?

There are no civil suits pending on behalf of the County, nor 
have there been any suits brought against the County during the 
past year. 

Two hunters were shot in our county during the hunting gea- 
son, one fatally and the other very seriously. The county spent 
considerable money investigating the cases and while neither are 
solved as yet, I feel that the money has been well spent. 

During the past year, I prosecuted numerous violations of 
varicus laws as the same were called to my attention by com- 
plainants. 

Once more I wish to take this opportunity to express my ap- 
preciation for the fine cooperation from Sheriff Colbath and all of 
his deputies, and from Chief Hynes of the Berlin Police Depart- 
ment ‘and the other police officers throughout the county. 

Miss Anna Russell, Agent of the Coos County branch of the 
New Hampshire Children’s Aid and Protective Society has been 
a great help to me in cases involving children and non-support 
cases. She has given her time freely and we are fortunate in hav- 
ing a branch of this worthy organization in our county.
